Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Fifty-sixth  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  County  of  Derby  for  the  year  1945. 

In  the  following  remarks  attention  will  be  drawn  to  the  more 
salient  points  in  the  vital  statistics,  but  greater  detail  is  given 
in  the  body  of  the  Report. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the  whole  County  in  the 
year  under  review  was  44.5  per  1,000  live  births,  whereas  the 
corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  *46.0. 

The  incidence  of  Venereal  Diseases  has  continued  its  upward 
trend,  1,163  new  cases  having  attended  Venereal  Diseases  Centres 
as  compared  with  884  and  1,002  in  1943  and  1944  respectively. 
It  is  hoped  that  with  the  return  of  peace  and  more  normal 
conditions,  together  with  the  recent  advances  in  medical  treat- 
ment, there  will  be  an  improvement  in  the  figures. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  was  1.42  per  1,000  live  and 
still  births  as  compared  with  1.32  in  1944,  which  was  the  lowest 
previously  recorded. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Council  has  acquired  two 
buildings  for  use  as  County  Maternity  Homes,  one  at  Ashgate 
Lodge  near  Chesterfield,  and  the  other  at  Holbrook  near  Derby. 
As  a residt  of  these  acquisitions  it  naturally  follows  a greater 
number  of  births  have  occurred  in  institutions.  At  one  time  it 
was  thought  advisable  that  all  confinements  should  take  place  in 
patients’  own  homes  unless  they  were  suffering  from  a complication 
or  had  unsatisfactory  home  circumstances,  in  view*  of  the  possible 
danger  of  the  transmission  of  infection  from  one  patient  to  others. 
Unquestionably  there  v'ere  good  grounds  for  this  view  being  held 
until  recent  years,  but  now  potentially  septic  cases  are  immediately 
isolated,  and  if  suffering  from  notifiable  Puerperal  Pyrexia  they 
are  at  once  transferred  to  Maternity  Units  v'here  resident  medical 
staff  arc  employed  and  Specialists  of  consultant  rank  are  readily 
available  ; midwives  are  suspended  if  liable  to  be  a source  of 
infection,  and  their  noses  and  throats  swabbed  for  certain  patho- 
genic organisms  ; and  patients,  if  pyretic,  are  treated  with 
appropriate  sulphonamides  or  penicillin.  These  measures,  aimed 
at  countering  infection,  together  with  an  improved  standard 
generally  in  obstetrical  practice,  have  brought  about  a decline  in 
maternal  mortality  dining  recent  years,  which  is  most  gratifying. 

I think  we  can  expect  as  the  years  go  by  an  increasing  number 
of  applications  for  admission  to  maternity  homes,  as  patients 
who  are  having  then  confinements  at  home  find  their  household 
arrangements  are  upset,  and  with  the  competing  claims  for  women’s 


labour  they  are  unable  to  employ  Home  Helps.  While  this 
tendency  may  be  limited  by  the  inadequacy  of  Maternity  Home 
accommodation  and  the  shortage  of  staff,  including  midwives  and 
domestic  workers,  I do  not  think  there  are  now  the  same  grounds 
for  discouraging  patients  who  are  expecting  normal  confinements 
from  being  admitted  to  Maternity  Units,  as  the  danger  from 
infection  is  fast  receding  for  the  reasons  mentioned  previously. 

While  it  is  admitted  that  a house  adapted  as  a Maternity 
Home  is  not  so  satisfactory  as  one  specially  built  for  the  purpose, 
private  residences  make  good  improvisations  providing  the  following 
criteria  are  satisfied  : — 

(1)  That  accommodation  for  at  least  20  beds  is  available 
after  allowing  space  for  sleeping,  dining  and  sitting  rooms 
for  the  nursing  and  domestic  staff,  cooking  facilities, 
first  and  second  stage  labour  rooms,  a room  for  potentially 
septic  cases,  as  w'ell  as  a Nursery. 

(2)  That  there  is  at  least  100  square  feet  for  each  maternity 
bed  and  25  square  feet  for  each  cot,  and  that  the  beds 
are  so  arranged  that  there  is  a minimum  of  eight  feet 
between  bed  centres. 

(3)  That  the  building  should  occupy  a site  near  urban 
amenities,  otherwise  difficulty  is  likely  to  be  experienced 
in  retaining  staff. 

For  some  years,  ow'ing  to  the  prior  claims  of  housing,  it  is 
improbable  that  a specially  built  Maternity  Unit  can  be  erected 
in  the  County  at  either  of  the  Major  Hospital  Centres.  Faced 
with  this  possibility  and  the  increasing  evidence  of  the  public’s 
desire  for  institutional  confinements,  the  Council  has  improved 
and  extended  the  facilities  at  several  of  the  institutions  and 
maternity  homes,  and  has  now  purchased  Darley  Hall,  Barley 
Dale,  for  adaptation  as  a Maternity  Home  for  20  beds. 

• 

Towards  the  end  of  the  previous  year  a scheme  was  started 
for  providing  gas  and  air  analgesia  for  maternity  patients  in  their 
own  homes.  Patients  soon  realised  its  advantages  but,  unfor- 
tunately, due  to  the  difficulties  in  arranging  the  necessary  training 
of  mid  wives  and  the  delay  in  the  delivery  of  Minnett’s  apparatus, 
the  service  has  not  been  fully  developed.  It  is  the  intention, 
however,  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  that  all 
County  Midwives  should  be  provided  with  the  apparatus  and 
trained  in  its  use  as  soon  as  possible. 

There  has  been  a further  marked  increase  in  illegitimacy,  the 
percentage  of  illegitimate  births  having  risen  from  5.35  in  the 
previous  year  to  7.19  in  the  year  under  review',  which  is  approxi- 
mately twice  the  percentage  that  occurred  in  the  year  u'ar  was 
declared.  Undoubtedly  this  arises  from  the  upheaval  in  family 
life  and  the  laxity  of  the  moral  code  which  the  excitement  of  war 
engenders . 


The  death  rate  per  1,000  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  was 
0.36,  which  is  the  lowest  figure  ever  recorded.  The  death  rate 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  decreased  from  0.32  in  the  previous 
year  to  0.29,  whereas  the  rate  for  non-pulmonarv  tuberculosis 
remained  stationary  at  0.07.  The  number  of  new  cases  diagnosed 
Was  581,  as  compared  with  595  in  1944.  In  the  early  war  years 
the  number  of  new  cases  notified  increased,  reaching  a maximum 
of  633  in  1941.  Since  then  the  number  has  decreased  each  year 
and  has  now  reached  approximately  the  pre-war  figures. 

The  main  event  of  the  year  1945  was  the  cessation  of  hostilities 
in  the  second  world  war.  I think  it  can  be  said  that  there  is 
little  evidence  in  the  vital  statistics  to  suggest  that  the  strains 
and  stresses  of  six  years  of  War  have  had  a marked  detrimental 
effect  on  the  health  of  the  County. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  members 
of  the  County  Council  for  their  sympathetic  co-operation,  as  well 
as  the  staff  for  their  loyal  assistance  in  endeavouring  to  maintain 
the  Public  Health  Service  in  spite  of  their  depleted  ranks.

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REPORT  ON  THE  HEALTH  OF  DERBYSHIRE 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1945 


STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

AREA  AND  POPULATION. 

The  Administrative  County  of  Derby  comprises  29  Sanitary 
Districts,  4 of  which  are  Municipal  Boroughs,  16  Urban  Districts 
and  9 Rural  Districts. 

The  County  has  an  area  of  635,454  acres,  98,038  in  Municipal 
Boroughs  and  Urban  Districts  and  537,416  in  Rural  Districts. 

The  population  of  the  Administrative  County  as  estimated  by 
the  Registrar-General  to  the  middle  of  1945  is  626,750;  331,290 
in  Municipal  Boroughs  and  Urban  Districts  and  295,460  in  Rural 
Districts. 


RATEABLE  VALUE. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  Administrative  County  in  April,  1945, 
for  County  Rate  purposes  was  £3,462,035  and  a Penny  Rate  over 
the  whole  County  represents  the  sum  of  £13,751. 

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  CHIEF  OCCUPATIONS. 

The  main  industries  which  give  the  people  of  this  county 
occupation,  are  coal  mining  carried  on  in  the  East  and  North-East 
and  in  a small  area  in  the  South-Western  portion  of  the  County, 
and  agriculture,  particularly  in  the  Western  and  Central  parts  of 
the  County.  The  staple  industries  in  the  extreme  North-Western 
area  adjoining  Lancashire  are  those  connected  with  the  cotton 
trade,  whilst  in  the  South-Eastern  area  adjoining  Nottinghamshire 
the  hosiery  and  lace  trade  provides  the  chief  occupation.  In  this 
area,  too,  artificial  silk  manufactories  absorb  an  appreciable  portion 
of  the  population.  In  the  Northern  and  North-Central  areas  the 
chief  industries  are  quarrying,  limestone  crushing  and  lime  burning, 
working  and  dressing  millstone  grit,  and  silica  brick  making.  A 
number  of  these  industries  come  under  the  heading  of  “Refractories 
Industries,”  some  of  which  are  known  to  pre-dispose  to  pulmonary 
disease.  In  the  extreme  South-Western  portion  of  the  County, 
pottery  manufacture  is  one  of  the  prominent  industries. 

VITAL  STATISTICS.

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EMERGENCY  MATERNITY  HOMES. 

(1)  Willersley  Castle  Emergency  Maternity  Home. 

This  Home  was  derequisitioned  on  May  27th  and  the  Annexto 
on  July  6th,  1946.  Most  of  the  staff  left  at  the  end  of  March, 
1946.  The  last  of  the  patients  were  discharged  on  the  5th  April 
of  the  same  year,  when  the  remainder  of  the  staff  returned  to 
London. 

During  the  year  1945  parties  of  approximately  15  expectant 
mothers  continued  to  arrive  weekly  from  London,  the  total  number 
of  such  mothers  admitted  during  the  year  was  747. 

Derbyshire  residents  were  also  admitted  from  the  surrounding 
district,  the  number  being  243. 

The  total  number  of  mothers  for  whom  Maternity  Home 
facilities  were  provided  at  Willersley  was  990. 

(2)  Ashgate  Lodge  and  Holbrook  Emergency  Maternity  Homes. 

Ashgate  Lodge  and  Holbrook  ceased  to  function  as  Emergency 
Maternity  Homes  on  December  31st,  1945.  The  County  Council 
decided,  however,  to  take  them  over  as  County  Maternity  Homes 
from  January  1st,  1946. 

At  Ashgate  Lodge  the  effective  number  of  beds  during  the  year 
was  15,  and  194  patients  were  admitted  during  this  period. 
Similarly,  the  number  of  beds  at  Holbrook  was  maintained  at 
20,  and  the  number  of  patients  admitted  was  147. 

It  will  be  understood  that  the  number  of  beds  available  in  any 
Maternity  Home  is  conditional  on  the  adequacy  of  the  staff  at 
the  time.

Darley  Hall  County  Maternity  Home. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  becoming  increasingly  evident 
that  an  extension  of  the  Council’s  maternity  home  services  would 
be  required,  especially  owing  to  the  impending  closure  of  Willersley 
Castle.  Consideration  was  therefore  given  to  the  opening  of 
another  Maternity  Home,  and  Darley  Hall,  Darley  Dale,  near 
Matlock,  was  purchased  for  the  purpose.  The  premises  will 
provide  accommodation  for  an  additional  20  maternity  beds. 

THE  CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  babies  notified  who  weighed 
5|  lbs.  or  less  at  birth  was  352,  of  whom  245  were  born  at  home 
and  107  in  hospital.  Of  those  born  at  home  238  were  nursed 
entirely  at  home,  29  died  during  the  first  24  hours  and  187  survived 
at  the  end  of  one  month.  Of  those  born  in  hospital  11  died  during 
the  first  24  hours  and  88  survived  at  the  end  of  one  month. 

Following  the  recommendations  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  all  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  County  were  circularised 
with  a list  of  Consultants  who  were  prepared  to  see  premature 
infants,  and  on  the  25th  April  a circular  was  sent  to  all  Midwives 
asking  them  to  indicate  the  weight  of  all  children  on  birth  cards 
so  that  the  Health  Visitors  in  their  “follow  up”  visits  would  be 
aware  of  all  premature  babies.  They  were  also  informed  that  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  had  decided  that  the 
existing  Home  Help  Scheme  for  maternity  patients  should  be 
extended  to  include  premature  infants,  providing  the  need  for 
such  help  was  certified  by  the  doctor  attending  the  case.  Un- 
fortunately the  campaign  for  enrolling  Home  Helps  has  been 
unsuccessful,  apart  from  a.  few  areas  in  the  County. 

With  regard  to  the  provision  of  institutional  accommodation 
for  Premature  Infants,  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
Derbyshire  Hospital  for  Women.  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester, 
has  also  agreed  to  admit  babies,  providing  accommodation  is 
available  at  the  time,

In  April  all  Medical  Officers  and  Matrons  of  County  Maternity 
Homes  were  informed  of  the  detailed  requirements  advised  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  care  of  premature  infants  and  were 
asked  to  provide  suitable  records  of  these  patients  on  discharge 
from  the  Maternity  Units. 


GAS  AND  AIR  ANALGESIA. 

There  were  eight  County  Mid  wives  trained  in  the  administration 
of  gas  and  air  analgesia  during  the  year.  117  applications  were 
received  from  patients  for  the  administration  of  gas  and  air  analgesia 
by  County  Midwives.

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  area  of  the  County  comprises 
the  whole  of  the  Administrative  County  with  the  exception  of 
the  four  boroughs  of  Buxton,  Chesterfield,  Glossop  and  Ilkeston. 
At  the  end  of  1945  there  were  57  Infant  Welfare  Centres  maintained 
by  the  Council,  21  in  Urban  Districts  and  36  in  Rural  Districts. 
A Health  Visitor  attends  each  centre,  which  is  generally  under 
the  supervision  of  a doctor.  There  are  also  seven  voluntary 
Infan*  Welfare  Centres  situated  in  rural  areas. 

Sixteen  Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  maintained  by  the  Council,  13 
in  Urban  Districts  and  three  in  Rural  Districts.

CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

There  were  215  children  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  1945. 
These  include  128  children  in  private  Boarding  Schools  which 
are  exempt  from  inspection  on  a certificate  given  by  the  Authority, 
which  is  usually  in  force  for  two  years.  After  this  period  an 
inspection  is  made  and  the  question  of  further  exemption  con- 
sidered. 39  children  were  boarded-out  in  voluntary  institutions 
and  13  others  were  in  two  private  nursery  schools  which  at  the 
end  of  the  year  had  not  been  exempted  from  periodicaljinspection . 
35  were  in  the  care  of  individual  foster  mothers.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

In  November,  1945,  Circular  194  was  received  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health  placing  on  Welfare  Authorities  the  responsibility  for 
the  immunisation  of  infants  and  children  under  school  age,  in 
order  that  there  should  be  a more  uniform  and  intensive  effort 
to  secure  and  maintain  the  immunisation  of  as  many  young 
children  as  possible  about  the  time  when  they  reached  one  year 
of  age  or,  failing  this,  at  least  before  school  age  is  reached.  While 
this  responsibility  was  placed  upon  the  County  Council  as  a.  Welfare 
Authority,  it  was  stated  that  existing  schemes  which  were  working 
satisfactorily  need  not  be  disturbed.  Since  the  receipt  of  this 
circular  the  separate  County  Districts  have  been  approached  so 
that  a combined  scheme  for  immunising  young  children  could  be 
formulated,  but  in  the  short  time  available  before  the  end  of  the 
year  it  was  not  possible  to  operate  the  new  arrangements.  It  is 
intended  to  provide  a more  detailed  statement  in  the  Annual 
Report  for  1946. 


WAR-TIME  NURSERIES. 

Under  this  heading  there  are  two  main  types  of  Nurseries  : — 

1.  — War-time  Day  Nurseries. 

2.  — Residential  Nurseries. 

War-time  Day  Nurseries  have  been  available  throughout  the 
war  solely  for  the  children  of  mothers  who  are  at  work.  In 
December  of  this  year,  however,  the  Ministry  of  Health  withdrew 
the  war-time  limitations  on  the  categories  of  children  allowed  to 
be  admitted.  The  Ministry,  however,  stated  that  it  would  still  be 
necessary  to  give  preference  to  the  children  of  mothers  who  are 
employed  in  industries  which  are  vital  to  production  for  essential 
home  needs  or  for  export,  or  of  mothers  who  are  ill  or  being 
confined,  or  of  employed  unmarried  mothers  who  are  anxious  to 
keep  their-  babies  with  them  but  cannot  do  so  without  some  pro- 
vision for  the  babies’care  during  the  day. 

At  the  beginning  of  1945,  three  Nurseres  were  in  operation, 
as  follows  : — 

Long  Eaton  War-time  Day  Nursery  occupies  a prefabricated 
building  in  the  grounds  of  The  Hall,  Derby  Road,  and  accommodates 
50  children.  The  average  daily  attendance  throughout  1945  was 
45*2.  This  is  a considerable  rise  over  the  previous  year’s  figure 
of  26-5,  but  is  consequent  on  the  occupation  of  the  new  premises 
in  the  Hall  grounds  at  the  end  of  1944.

The  staff  consists  of  a Matron  (S.R.N.),  a Deputy  Matron,  a 
Nursery  Nurse,  a Nursery  Assistant,  a Warden,  and  six  Nursery 
Helpers. 

The  domestic  staff  consists  of  a cook,  a part-time  cleaner  and 
a part-time  stoker. 


Chaddesden  War-time  Day  Nursery  accommodates  40  children 
and  occup  es  a prefabricated  building  in  Reginald  Road.  The 
average  daily  attendance  of  children  throughout  the  year  was  28. 

The  nursing  staff  consists  of  a Matron  (S.R.N.),  two  Nursery 
Nurses,  a Warden  and  four  Nursery  Helpers. 


The  domestic  staff  consists  of  a cook  and  a part-time  cleaner. 


Frecheville  War-time  Day  Nursery  is  accommodated  in  a pre- 
fabricated building  in  Birley  Moor  Road,  and  is  for  40  children. 
The  attendances  have  continued  to  be  low  throughout  the  year 
and  averaged  19-2. 

The  staff  consisted  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  of  a Matron, 
a Nursery  Assistant,  a Warden  and  four  Nursery  Helpers  ; with 
a cook  and  a part-time  stoker. 

Owing  to  the  low  attendance,  the  Ministry  suggested  that  the 
number  of  Helpers  be  reduced  from  four  to  two,  and  this  was 
done  from  30th  June,  1945. 


Residential  Nursery  Units.  At  the  commencement  of  1945  four 
Units  remained,  with  accommodation  for  32  children.  The 
following  Table  gives  details  of  these  Units,  including  the  dates 
of  closure  as  the  need  for  their  continuance  became  unnecessary  : —

CHILDREN. 

In  connection  with  the  care  of  illegitimate  children,  the  Council’s 
Health  Visitors  have  been  instructed  to  act  as  follows  r 


1. — Wherever  possible  to  persuade  the  girl  to  make  known  her 
circumstances  to  her  parents  and,  if  the  home  is  likely  to 
be  a satisfactory  one,  to  persuade  the  grandparents  to  make 
a home  there  for  the  infant. 
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2.  — To  advise  the  expectant  mother  on  suitable  accommoda- 

tion before  and  immediately  after  confinement. 

3.  — To  assist  the  girl  to  obtain  an’affiliation  order,  or  otherwise 

to  secure  assistance  from  the  father  of  the  child. 

4.  — If  a home  cannot  be  found  for  the  baby  with  the  girl’s 

relatives  (see  (1)  above),  to  find  lodgings  for  mother  and 
baby  when  the  mother  desires  non-resident  work.  This 
accommodation  might  be  in  a special  hostel  set  up  by  a 
voluntary  body.  If  in  ordinary  lodgings,  it  would  be 
necessary  to  arrange  for  the  baby’s  care  by  day,  e.g.,  in  a 
war-time  nursery. 

5.  — To  find  a suitable  foster-mother  if  it  is  necessary  for  mother 

and  baby  to  be  separated. 

6.  — To  arrange  for  places  in  a residential  Nursery  or  Home  for 

babies  whose  mothers  cannot  look  after  them  and  for  whom 
accommodation  cannot  be  found  by  other  means. 

7.  — In  special  cases,  e.g.,  where  the  mother  is  very  young  or 

is  the  wife  of  a man  not  the  father  of  the  child,  to  give  advice 
about  legal  adoption. 

It  was  felt  that  finding  employment  for  unmarried  mothers 
was  more  properly  the  province  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  although 
appropriate  advice  could  be  given  by  Health  Visitors.  The 
Superintendent  Health  Visitor  was  specially  asked  to  keep  in 
touch  with  mothers  of  all  illegitimate  children  in  order  that  she 
might,  as  far  as  possible,  safeguard  the  interests  of  these  particularly 
vulnerable  children.

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During  war  time  there  is  a tendency  for  the  illegitimate  birth 
rate  to  rise,  as  exemplified  in  the  above  Table,  which  is  largely 
due  to  the  upheaval  in  family  life  and  the  laxity  of  the  moral 
code  which  the  excitement  of  war  engenders. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1944  it  was  stated  that  detailed 
information  was  being  collected  to  show  how  illegitimate  children 
are  cared  for  in  the  County,  particularly  whether  they  remained 
with  their  mothers  or  were  found  other  homes. 

The  following  Table  gives  the  required  information  for  the 
whole  year.

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Of  tiie  six  children  who  are  separated  from  their  mothers  and 
placed  in  a Children’s  Home  or  Residential  Nursery,  mentioned 
in  2 (e)  above,  three  are  in  Public  Assistance  Institutions  in  this 
Comity.  Two  of  these  children  were  deserted  by  their  mothers 
and  the  third  mother  is  in  the  County  Mental  Hospital.  Of  the 
other  three  children,  two  are  in  Homes  managed  by  the  Waifs 
and  Strays  Society  and  the  third  is  in  a Nursery  in  Folkestone. 

Thirty- five  mothers  included  in  the  total  of  300  were  temporarily 
accommodated  during  the  year  at  two  Homes  conducted  by  the 
Derby  Diocesan  Council  for  Moral  Welfare.  They  are  the  Magdelene 
House,  Chesterfield,  and  the  Vernon  Street  Home,  Derby.  The 
County  Council  has  an  arrangement  for  the  admission  of  unmarried 
mothers  to  the  Vernon  Street  Home,  Derby.  The  mothers  are 
usually  in  the  Home  for  a month  before  the  birth  of  the  cliild. 
They  are  transferred  to  one  of  the  County  Maternity  Homes  for 
their  confinements  and  return  to  the  Vernon  Street  Home,  where 
they  generally  stay  for  a further  two  months,  making  a total  stay 
of  approximately  three  months.  Recovery  of  the  cost  is  made 
from  the  parents  in  accordance  with  the  County  Council’s 
financial  scale. 

The  Public  Assistance  Officer  has  supplied  information  regarding 
illegitimate  children  born  in  the  Public  Assistance  Committee’s 
Institutions,  and,  while  there  may  be  some  overlapping  with  the 
previous  Table,  the  details  are  shown  below

It  is  understood  from  the  Education  Department  that  if  an 
unmarried  mothei  does  not  succeed  in  making  arrangements  for 
the  child’s  adoption  within  about  six  weeks  of  his  birth,  she  tends 
to  retain  him  with  her. 

It  appears  that,  in  many  instances,  chiidien  are  transferred  by 
mothers  when  they  are  about  two  weeks  old  to  prospective 
adopters,  who  legally  adopt  them  when  they  arc  about  three 
months  old  if  their  experience  has  been  satisfactory. 

From  the  figures  given  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  majority 
of  unmarried  mothers  return  with  their  children  to  the  homes  of 
their  parents  or  other  relatives,  and  this  would  appear  to  be  the 
best  solution  to  the  problem  when  it  can  be  arranged. 

While  the  home  conditions  are  not  always  ideal,  it  is  felt  that 
the  children  dealt  with  in  this  manner  do  receive  the  same 
affection,  care  and  attention  as  do  legitimate  children  in  similar 
homes. 

With  regard  to  the  provision  of  lodgings  for  a mother  and  child, 
the  existing  housing  shortage  has  made  it  almost  impossible  to 
arrange  such  a scheme  in  this  County.  From  experience  under 
the  Government  Evacuation  Scheme  it  is  known  that  it  is  more 
difficult  to  find  accommodation  for  a mother  and  baby  than  for 
a baby  alone.  At  the  present  time  it  is  difficult  to  find  more 
foster-mothers,  and  the  difficulty  would  be  accentuated  if,  in 
addition,  accommodation  had  to  be  found  for  the  unmarried 
mother. 

CLEANLINESS  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

All  Health  Visitors  have  been  instructed  to  impress  on  expectant 
mothers  the  importance  of  cleanliness  and  freedom  from  vermin, 
and  to  include  the  examination  of  children’s  heads  as  part  of 
their  work  both  in  homes  and  clinics  when  dealing  with  children 
under  five,  and  to  concentrate  on  those  homes  known  to  be  in 
most  need  of  help.  A return  of  the  work  done  in  1945  is  shown 
in  the  Table  below.  It  will  be  noted  that  while  less  visits  were 
made  than  in  the  previous  year  the  same  number  of  unclean 
children  were  dealt  with,  but  while  the  total  number  of  children 
found  to  be  unclean  is  the  same,  the  number  infested  with  vermin 
has  decreased  from  95  in  1944  to  72  in  1945. 

In  this  connection  it  will  be  remembered  that  in  1944  the  second 
evacuation  scheme  was  the  source  of  a good  deal  of  extra  work 
with  regard  to  uncleanliness.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

At  the  end  of  1945,  109  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  Licences  were 
in  force,  an  increase  of  34  during  the  year.  Of  this  34,  21  were 
previously  Accredited.  Accredited  Licences  numbered  1,020,  an 
overall  increase  of  three  during  the  year. 

One  Accredited  Licence  was  revoked,  but  the  producer  re-applied 
and  a new  licence  was  issued. 

The  County  Sanitary  Inspectors  took  3,452  samples  of  milk,  as 
shown  in  the  following  Table  : —

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  re-issue  of  licences  to  36  producers 
(3  Tuberculin  Tested  and  33  Accredited)  was  refused  on  the  grounds 
of  consistently  unsatisfactory  results,  but  15  of  these  producers, 
including  2 Tuberculin  Tested  producers,  were  subsequently  granted 
licences  following  re-application. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  following  is  a brief  summary  of  new  schemes  and  extensions 
completed  or  projected  during  the  year. 

URBAN  DISTRICTS. 


Buxton  Borough. 

A new  overflow  was  provided  at  Stanley  Moor  reservoir. 

Bolsover. 

Nine  wells  were  closed  and  replaced  by  Town  water  supply. 

Glossop  Borough. 

It  was  proposed  to  reconstruct  and  enlarge  Windy  Harbour 
reservoir  to  store  33,000,000  gallons  to  increase  the  supply  in  the 
Hadfield  area. 

New  Mills. 

A silt  chamber  and  weir  gauge  were  installed  at  Gow  Hole. 

RURAL  DISTRICTS. 

Ashbourne. 

A trial  borehole  was  sunk  at  Cubley  and  a supply  equivalent 
to  188,000  gallons  per  day  was  obtained  for  14  days  continuous 
pumping. 

Approval  was  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  the  provision 
of  a 50,000  gallon  reservoir  on  Parwich  Moor  and  about  11  miles 
of  main  thereto. 

Bakewell. 

A public  inquiry  was  held  in  February  by  an  Inspector  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  into  an  application  to  borrow  £2,665  to  augment 
the  Stoke  Flat  supply  by  pumping  from  springs  on  the  low  side 
of  Froggatt  Edge.  Augmentation  is  necessaiy  to  cover  deficiencies 
in  times  of  drought  and  to  provide  for  agricultural  needs  and 
possible  development.  Approval  has  been  received  from  the 
Minister. 

Repton. 

In  order  to  ensure  an  adequate  supply  for  the  village  of  Over  seal, 
the  Council  now  obtain  water  in  bulk  direct  from  the  South 
Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company’s  trunk  main  through  the 
village. 
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Blackwell. 

Work  had  commenced  on  the  necessary  connections  between 
the  Council’s  mains  and  those  of  the  Shirebrook  Colliery  Ltd.  to 
supply  water  from  the  Council’s  mains  to  Shirebrook  Model  Village. 

Bel  per. 

The  source  of  supply  is  now  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water 
Board  and  not  from  the  Urban  District  mains,  with  improved 
pressure  and  service  to  Holbrook  and  Smalley  parishes. 

RIVER  POLLUTION  AND  SEWAGE  PURIFICATION. 

A brief  summary  of  the  extensions  and  additions  to  Local 
Authorities’  sewerage  systems  is  set  out  below. 

URBAN  DISTRICTS. 

Bolsover. 

Due  to  mining  subsidence,  the  sewer  draining  201  houses  into 
Can*  Vale  sewage  disposal  works  ceased  to  function.  A scheme 
to  remedy  this  situation  was  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineer, 
consisting  of  certain  sewer  reconstruction  and  the  construction  of 
a pumping  station  and  a rising  main  to  Bolsover  main  sewage 
disposal  works. 

A public  inquiry  was  held  on  July  6th  into  the  Council’s 
application  to  borrow  £9,857  to  carry  out  the  work. 

Buxton  Borough. 

Two  sludge  drying  beds  were  provided  at  Fairfield  sewage 
disposal  works. 

Clay  Cross. 

A public  inquiry  was  held  by  a Ministry  of  Health  Inspector 
on  10th  May  into  an  application  by  the  Council  to  borrow  £395 
for  the  purchase  of  a piece  of  land  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to 
construct  a sewage  disposal  works  to  deal  with  drainage  from  the 
Ashover  Road  district,  and  an  area  on  Chesterfield  Road  at  present 
draining  into  an  unsatisfactory  sewage  tank. 

Dronfield. 

A scheme  to  provide  sewerage  for  practically  all  the  built  up 
areas  of  the  Urban  District,  together  with  provision  for  the  esti- 
mated ultimate  development,  with  the  necessary  extension  and 
modification  of  the  existing  disposal  works  on  the  River  Drone, 
was  the  subject  of  a public  inquiry  on  August  8th.  The  Council 
desired  sanction  to  boi-row  £36,420  to  carry  out  the  work. 

RURAL  DISTRICTS. 

Repton. 

A new  impellor  and  suction  cover  were  fixed,  and  the  new  pump 
generally  overhauled,  at  the  Repton  sewage  disposal  works, 
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RIVER  POLLUTION. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  routine  inspections  of  pollution  points 
on  rivers  in  the  County,  a complete  survey  of  the  sources  of  pollution 
of  the  River  Doe  Lea  has  been  carried  out  and  every  effort  has 
been  made  to  reduce  materially  the  pollution  of  this  river,  which 
had  reached  serious  proportions  during  the  war  years. 

Excellent  co-operation  was  received  from  the  manufactories 
concerned,  and  the  following  works  were  carried  out  during  the 
year. 

Hardwick  Colliery. 

Drainage  from  the  by-products  plant  and  wagon-drainage  was 
carried  to  settling  lagoons  by  means  of  a newly  laid  pipe-line. 

Glapwell  Colliery. 

Arrangements  were  made  to  pump  the  clarified  waste  water  to 
the  tips  for  filtration  before  discharge  to  the  river. 

Bolsover  Colliery. 

The  river  has  been  regularly  cleared  of  solids  deposited  from 
the  large  tip  on  the  bank  upstream  from  the  colliery. 

Derbyshire  Coalite  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  British  Diesel  Oil  Co. 

Research  into  the  possibility  of  extracting  polluting  material 
from  the  wastes  reaching  obe  river  was  instituted,  and  a pilot 
plant  to  provide  data  was  set  up.  A successful  result  has  been 
obtained  and  it  is  proposed  to  install  apparatus  to  extract  these 
materials.

TUBERCULOSIS  SCHEME. 

GENERAL  SCHEME  FOR  THE  DIAGNOSIS  AND 
TREATMENT  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  County  Council’s  scheme  consists  of  two  main  Units,  viz., 
Dispensary  and  Institutional. 

The  Dispensary  Unit  comprises  9 Dispensaries  and  10  Ortho, 
paedic  Clinics  which  serve  the  whole  of  the  County. 

The  number  of  new  cases  examined  at  the  Dispensaries  increased 
each  year  from  1,203  in  1938  to  2,134  in  1944,  but  in  1945  there 
was  a reduction  to  1,983. 

X-rays  are  used  more  extensively  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis 
and  the  supervision  of  treatment  of  tuberculosis  than  formerly. 
The  number  of  X-ray  examinations  carried  out  at  the  Dispensaries 
increased  from  1,681  in  1938  to  5,505  in  1945.  X-ray  facilities 
are  provided  at  the  Derby,  Chesterfield  and  Chinley  Tuberculosis 
Dispensaries.  The  Units  at  Derby  and  Chesterfield  are  of  modern 
design,  but  the  one  at  Chinley  is  largely  obsolete.  Consideration 
is  being  given  at  the  present  time  to  installing  a completely  new 
Unit  at  this  Dispensary,  as  well  as  to  improving  the  waiting  room 
and  dressing  room  accommodation.  Further,  it  is  proposed  to 
transfer  the  existing  apparatus  at  the  Derbyshire  Sanatorium, 
where  a new  Unit  is  to  be  installed,  to  the  Matlock  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary,  and  to  adapt  it  for  orthopaedic  work  in  addition  to 
its  use  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  treatment  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  by  artificial  pneumo- 
thorax is  increasing.  Briefly,  the  procedure  is  that  this  form  of 
treatment  is  commenced  in  the  Sanatorium,  and  when  a certain 
stage  is  reached  the  patient  is  discharged  to  his  home  and  the 
refills  continued  at  the  Dispensaries,  Frequent  X-ray  examinations 
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are  necessary  with  this  form  of  treatment,  and  consequently  it 
can  only  be  carried  out  at  the  Derby  and  Chinley  Dispensaries 
(patients  in  the  Chesterfield  area  attend  at  the  Sanatorium  as 
out-patients).  One  object  of  equipping  Matlock  Dispensary  with 
an  X-ray  Unit  is  to  enable  patients  living  in  the  central  area  of 
the  County  to  receive  refills  there,  thus  saving  them  travelling 
considerable  distances  to  either  Derby  or  Chinley.  The  number 
of  refills  given  at  the  Dispensaries  has  increased  from  513  in  1938 
to  1,843  in  1945. 

The  examination  of  contacts  has  decreased  from  521  in  1938  to 
344  in  1945,  as  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  in  recent  years  have  had 
to  curtail  the  time  spent  on  this  branch  of  the  Service  owing  to 
an  expansion  of  their  work  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
patients.  To  cope  more  adequately  with  the  work  the  appointment 
of  an  additional  Tuberculosis  Officer  was  sanctioned  during  tho 
year  under  review.

The  Institutional  Unit  consists  of  the  following  : — 

(а)  The  Derbyshire  Sanatorium,  Chesterfield  (12(5  beds,  with  11 
additional  beds  available  during  the  summer  time),  for  the 
treatment  of  all  forms  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

(б)  Bretby  Hall  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  near  Burton-on-Trent  (147 
beds,  of  which  92  are  for  the  treatment  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculous  cases  and  55  for  the  treatment  of  non-tubercu  lous 
orthopaedic  cases  ; approximately  10  of  the  beds  have  been 
allocated  for  the  treatment  of  E.M.S.  and  Service  cases).

X-Ray  Work. 

The  total  number  of  X-ray  examinations  made  during  the  year 
was  4,720,  of  which  1,847  X-ray  films  and  2,803  screenings  were 
performed,  as  compared  with  1,267  X-ray  films  and  2,796  screenings 
in  1944.  In  this  year’s  total  of  4,720  are  included  209  Staff  X-rays 
and  70  positive  transparencies.  In  addition,  1,983  X-ray  films 
taken  at  the  Chesterfield  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  were  processed 
at  the  Sanatorium  ; so  that  the  total  number  of  X-ray  films 
processed  was  3,830,  as  compared  with  3,412  in  1944. 

The  work  in  this  Department  has  again  shown  all  increase  on 
last  year’s  figures.  It  is  interesting  to  compare  these  figures  with 
those  for  1938,  when  681  X-ray  films  were  taken  and  2,318  screenings 
done.  The  number  of  X-rays  has  nearly  been  trebled.

Six  males  ancl  six  females  having  A.P.  treatment  were  transferred 
during  the  yeai  to  Sheffield  Royal  Infirmary  under  the  care  of 
Mr.  A.  W.  Fawcett  for  adhesiotomy.  Adhesions  were  divided  in 
all  the  cases,  with  improvement  in  collapse  of  the  lung.  In  three 
cases  fluid  formed  following  the  operation. 


The  results  of  adhesiotomy  continue  to  be  good.  Since  its 
inception  the  number  of  gas  replacements  has  fallen. 

One  case  was  transferred  to  Sheffield  Royal  Infirmary  under 
the  care  of  Mr.  A.  W.  Fawcett  for  Thoracoplasty.  A good  collapse 
was  obtained,  but  the  contralateral  lung  which  was  free  from 
infiltration  broke  down.  Under  prolonged  Sanatorium  regimen 
the  disease  became  quiescent,  and  the  patient  was  discharged  home. 

Two  cases  were  bronchoscoped  in  Sheffield  Royal  Infirmary  by 
Mr.  A.  W.  Fawcett.  One  case  revealed  bronchial  carcinoma  and 
the  other  lower  lobe  bronchiectasis. 


One  case  was  transferred  to  Sheffield  Royal  Infirmary  under 
the  care  of  Mr.  A.  W.  Fawcett  for  rib  resection  for  an  empyema. 

Four  cases  were  transferred  during  the  year  to  Chesterfield 
and  North  Derbyshire  Hospital,  two  for  Appendicectomy,  one  for 
obstructive  Phimosis  and  one  for  observation  for  acute  Peritonitis. 


One  case  was  transferred  to  Chesterfield  Maternity  Home  for 
Therapeutic  abortion.  The  operation  was  successfully  performed, 
but  the  disease  became  re-activated  and  an  artificial  pneumothorax 
was  induced.

The  end  of  the  war  in  Europe  led  to  some  relaxation  of  pressure 
on  the  Hospital,  but  it  still  continued  to  admit  Service  patients 
under  E.M.S.  arrangements.  The  number  of  admissions  fell  to 
nearly  half  those  in  the  previous  year,  but  the  total  was  still  rather 
higher  than  the  pre-war  average.  The  figures  giving  the  numbers 
of  civilian  and  Service  patients  will  be  found  below.

The  statistics  have  been  arranged  for  the  year  under  review  on 
the  same  lines  as  in  pre-war  reports,  but  strict  comparisons  with 
the  work  done  in  pre-war  years  cannot  be  made  for  1945,  owing 
to  the  inclusion  of  Service  cases.  The  1945  statistics  as  arranged 
in  this  report  will,  however,  form  a background  for  the  first  peace 
year  statistics  of  1946. 

After  V.E  Day  serious  shortages  of  nursing  and  domestic  staff 
began  to  ensue,  and  towards  the  end  of  1945  it  became  obvious 
that  if  the  numbers  of  staff  continued  to  decline  it  would  become 
necessary  to  close  some  of  the  beds. 

Miss  A.  M.  Beesley,  who  had  been  Matron  since  the  start  of 
the  Hospital  in  1926,  retired  in  May,  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss 
M.  Whitehead,  a former  Assistant  Matron. 

During  the  year,  four  Student  Nurses  passed  the  Preliminary

NOTIFICATION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  1945,  581  (420  pulmonary  and  101  non-pulmonary)  new 
cases  were  reported,  509  being  primary  notifications  and  72  new 
eases  reported  otherwise  than  by  notification.  This  gives  a case 
rate  per  thousand  on  the  estimated  population  of  0-92. 
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The  number  of  notifications,  which  reached  a peak  in  194 1 of 
933,  decreased  steadily  during  the  four  years  which  followed  to 
581  in  194-5.  Whilst  the  number  of  notifications  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  have  remained  fairly  constant  during  this  period,  a 
reduction  has  occurred  in  the  Non- Pulmonary  forms  of  the  disease. 


DEATHS  FROM  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  County  during  1945  as 
recorded  by  the  Registrar-General  as  attributable  to  tuberculosis 
was  227  (182  pulmonary  and  45  noil-pulmonary).

The  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  decreased  from  202  in 
1944  to  182,  but  the  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
increased  from  43  in  1944  to  45.  However,  the  total  number  of 
deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  was  the  lowest  on  record. 


Table  XXII  below  shows  that  the  deaths  from  all  forms  of 
tuberculosis  fell  during  the  years  1930  to  1939,  but  rose  again  in 
1940  and  reached  a peak  in  1941.  Since  that  year,  despite  war- 
time conditions,  the  figure  has  slowly  fallen  to  considerably  below 
what  it  was  before  the  outbreak  of  war.

TREATMENT  ALLOWANCES  FOR  PERSONS  SUFFERING 
FROM  PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS  (Memo.  266/T). 

This  Scheme,  which  was  introduced  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
iii  1943  with  the  object  of  providing  assistance  to  persons  suffering 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  Avho  fulfilled  certain  medical  require- 
ments and  who  have  had  to  give  up  remunerative  work  in  order 
to  undergo  treatment  recommended  by  the  Tuberculosis  Medical 
Officers,  was  explained  in  some  detail  in  the  Annual  Report  for 
1944.  The  scheme  provides  for  three  classes  of  payment,  as 
follows  : — 

(i)  Maintenance  Allowances  based  on  a standard  scale  and 
Avithout  any  test  of  means. 

(ii)  Discretionary  AlloAvances,  on  proof  of  need,  towards 
meeting  standing  charges — such  as  high  rent  or  rates, 
hire  purchase  instalments,  insurance  premiums  and  school 
fees — in  cases  Avhere  the  patient  would  be  unable  to 
meet  these  liabilities. 

(iii)  Special  payments  to  meet  special  circumstances. 
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The  following  is  a summary  of  the  cases  dealt  with  under  the 
scheme  during  1945  : —

Payments  in  the  form  of  pocket  money  were  granted  to  two 
patients,  who  were  undergoing  approved  treatment  in  an  institution, 
and  who  had  no  income.

BLIND  PERSONS  ACTS,  1920  AND  1938. 

Eighty-four  persons  were  registered  as  blind  during  the  year 
and,  in  addition,  18  persons,  who  were  already  registered  as  blind, 
transferred  into  the  county  from  other  areas, 
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Ninety-five  blind  persons  died  during  the  year,  ten  transferred 
to  other  areas,  and  seven  were  eertified  ns  being  no  longer  blind 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Blind  Persons  .Vets. 

During  the  year  an  opportunity  was  taken  to  review  the  County 
Register  of  Blind  Persons,  and  a farther  37  names  of  persons  who 
could  no  longer  be  traced,  or  who  had  died  in  previous  years, 
wero  removed  from  the  Register. 

At  the  end  of  1945,  there  were  1,039  blind  persons  on  the 
Register,  543  being  males  and  490  females. 

The  total  cost  of  domiciliary  financial  assistance  granted  by  the 
County  Council  during  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1940,  was 
£42,794  10s.  Od.,  and  on  that  date  there  were  089  blind  persons 
in  receipt  of  such  assistance.

It  will  be  noticed  that  there  is  a diminution  of  blindness  in 
t he  earlier  ages  of  life,  probably  due  to  the  efficacy  of  treatment 
for  conditions  such  as  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  but,  generally 
speaking,  there  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  in  the 
older  age  groups,  which  may  be  duo  to  a larger  number  of  persons 
living  to  an  age  when  diseases  develop  due  to  advancing  years, 
resulting  in  blindness.  It  will  be  noticed  that  there  is  a decrease 
in  the  number  of  blind  persons  on  the  Register  on  the  31st  March, 
1945,  but  this  decrease  is  due  to  the  revision  of  the  Register 
referred  to  above, 
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The  Tables  in  Appendix  IT.  are  copies  of  the  statistics  required 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  showing  the  position  of  the  blind 
persons  on  the  31st  March,  1946.
